Secondly Capne ot 
enup to haue perſecuced his bꝛother be 
cauſe his bꝛother was better then he, 
and his bzothers woꝛkes pꝛekerred be 
koꝛe hys. @Thy:dely that it greueth 
tuell men, other man , oz other mens 
nes wI:kes, oz oblacyons to be pzefer 
red befoze theym. Fourthely that 
two bꝛechꝛen of one man, and of one 
woman 
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Woman, the one to haue bene good; 
and the other euell. Fyfcely one bꝛo⸗ 


ther to haue kylled an other ok malice, 
enup, and hatred. Syxtelp learne en⸗ 
up, and hatred to bꝛyng murdoure, and 
man (laughter at the ende. Seuently 
learne that euell men all wapes enup⸗ 
eth good men, perlecuteth thepym with 
moꝛtalt hatred, without a cauſe, and 
at the laſte kylleth theym. And that 
this thynge is no newe thynge, here 


pou mape ſee of Tapn, and Ibell. Ma⸗ 


ny there is that entre the wap of CTayn 
and folo weth his foote ſteppes, in his 
enuy and malyce dzowned , andtheſe 
be called Capnys. Many there be 
nowe a dapes Laynys that enuperh 


the true pꝛeachers of the Goſpell , but 


theſe ſhall haue a re warde with Layn 
to whom the apoſtell doth thꝛeate wo, 
that is to ſape, euerlaſtynge woo and 
dampnacpon, that foꝛ feare of payne 
men ſbuld abſtayn krom enup # —

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The punyſſhemente taken iuffely of 
Laine mape feare other from the enup 
malyce, and hatredofLayne. Jude lap 
enge wo be to thele men that goeth che 
wape of Layn:; He doth not deſyꝛe wo 
to Capnis, but he ſhe wech wo ſt payne 
to come to them, whiche doch the Woꝛ⸗ 
kes of Cain, and tultyll their enup and 
malpee, by the death olan Innocent.

Thyzdelp by the erpolpci⸗ 
ons ofthe holy doctours that was ers 
ercyled in ſcripture, as by the expoſycis 
on ol ſainct Zuguſtyne, Hierome, Am⸗ 
bꝛoſe. Chꝛiſoſtone, Lipzian, Cirili, and 
ſuche lyke, and theyꝛ erpoſycyons cas 
ken where it agreech with ſcryptute, 
and foꝛſakpnge where they agree not 
with Scrppture, as theſe Authours 
wolde their wꝛitynges to be taken as 
apereth in their woꝛkes, theſe authoꝛs 
wolde haue no man lo addycted vnco 
theyzſayenges , that what lo euer they 
ſchulde ſpeke oꝛ had wꝛicten Þ it ſhulde 
be beleued as truth, and as an artycle 
of the fayth, but they made Þ ſcrypture 
of God to be iudge ofcheir wꝛitinges.

men, mooꝛe outragpouſe then che ſee,

Thele pleudapoſtels 
ſtereth vp contencion, debate, and ſtrif 
they troble che common quyecnes, the 
common peace, thep trouble the hoole 
wozlde perl wadyng them lelues to be 
the iyght , the lanterne of the woꝛlde, 
theym to be the pooſtes and pyllers of 
Chꝛiſtes church with the which Chꝛiſt 
hath pꝛompled euer his pꝛelence to the 
ende or the woꝛlde, and that they can 
not erre, and pet their lyke is contrarpe 
to that lpte that G O D requpꝛeth of 


his church to whome he pꝛompled his

agayne. J ſuppole they wold ſay byſ⸗ 
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ball come agayn, pf they durſt ſay ſo: 
but this thynge is co be conteccured 
they meane lo ſaying. Sccondiy theſe 
Whiche lyue not after the wyll of god 
ſhe wed in ſcripture, but afcercheir car 
nall deſpꝛe and Luſt doch lyue in ydel⸗ 
nes, welth and plealure, nothynge re⸗ 
gardyng the iyfe of the loule. Thyzds 
ly theſe whiche ſeparate them lelues 
from god, and bꝛynge in a newe ſecte 
denpeng the [02d whiche hath bought 
theym, of whome it is ſpoken. ii. Pe⸗ 
tri. ii. Fourthely theſe chat be beaſtly 
men not vnderſtãdyng choſe thynges 
Whiche are of god, but whiche are of 
fleſche, not beleupnge the great reſurs 
rection of all that be deed, noc bele⸗ 
uyng the iudgemẽt of that great day, 
not beleuyng any [yfe to be atter this 
Lyfe, hauynge no faythe co holy (crips 
ture, but beynge as hoꝛſes and mules 
whiche hath no vnderſtandyng. Fitt⸗ 
ip thele that haue no ſpiryte of god, no

mynde to good thynges, but ſet theyꝛ 
myndes to all myſchefe,co ail vnhaps 
pynes contemnupng all heuenly thyns 
ges, and immoderatelp delpꝛynge all 
Woꝛldely chynges, yea lyuynge ſo in 


pleaſure as there were neyther god ne 


deupl, nepther heuen no? hell, nepcher 
Lyfe noꝛ deathe, nepther pleaſure noz 
payne after this Iyfe. Thertoꝛe the as 
poſtell Jude ſayth they be makers of 
ſecces, naturall, haupnge no ſppꝛpte 
that is of god, yea no ſparke of godly⸗ 
nes, as is bekoꝛe ſhewed,thertoze J do 
paſſe ouer that ſentence. 


But ye derelp beloned edyfye 
your ſelues in your mooſt holy 
fayth pꝛaping ĩ the holy gooſt / 
and kepe your ſelues in the loue 
of gad, lokyngc koꝛ the mercy of 
our loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛyſte vnto e-

Jude contynueth ſtyll in his exhoꝛ⸗ 
tation, deſiryng them to go foꝛ wardes 
in fayth,byldynge theym lelues vpon 
fayth by the holy gooſt, pꝛapeng in ſpi⸗ 
ryte, kepynge chem ſelues in charite & 
loue of god, warkynge the warkes of 
charite, Repyng vnite, concoꝛde, peace, 
pacience, as well in aduerũte as ip? 0s 
ſperice, lokynge fo? the mercy ok god, 
Whiche bzyngeth to evert aſtyng lvoe, 
whiche like doth not come or den war⸗ 
kes, merytes, noꝛ deſerupnges: but by 
the onelp mercy of god, as ceſtify eth 
ſaynct Paule ad Titum. ii. ſayenge, 
Not of the warkes ofiuſtyce whiche 
we haue done, but by his mercy he hath 
ſaued vs. 


And haue compaſſion on ſome, 
ſeparatynge them / c other laue 
With feare, pullynge them out 
of the kyꝛe / and hate the fylthy 
veſture ofthe fleſſhe.

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Jude here ſheWeth certayne offices 
of charite towardes ſpnners,and firſt 
he teacheth howe it becomech men to 
vle them lelke cowardes lynners that 
be not obſtynate, noꝛ obdurace in mas 
Iyce . Sccondly as touchynge obdu⸗ 
rate ſynners. Fyꝛſt as touchynge all 
ſynners, it becommech no man co be 
gladde, to retoyte of any ſynne, of anp 
vyce in any man, but to be ſoꝛy koꝛ alf 
vyce and koꝛ all ſynne done, oꝛ iniurp 
done to anv, oꝛ by any man. Second? 
ly, gentylnelle, mercy, pptye, compal⸗ 
ſyon,and pardon is to be vſed in ſuche 
as by neglygence, by ignoꝛance, and 
by inkpꝛmptpe of nature be fallen to 
ſynne, to rebuke them ſoktly and gens 
tylly koꝛ thepꝛ lynne, to ſhewe thepm 
the daunger ok it, to exhoꝛte theym to 
fo:ſake theyꝛ lynne, and to abhozre it, 
to take and enbꝛace vertue, and to 
che we the fruycfull commodptpes of 
vertue and ot goodneſle.

ſome grace, leparate your lelues from 
theym, haue no medlyng with theym, 
let cheym be clere ſeparated from the 
company of good men, that they may 
be at thelaſtconfounixd and aſhamed 
wich theym lelues, ſeynge that euery 
good man koꝛſaketh theyꝛ companpe, 
and that fo2 theyꝛ noughtyneſſe.

This la we o:dyniced ſhulde ſtoppe

wa2de co be pꝛeached all abꝛode pure⸗ 


ty and ſyncerely,ic (huld ſtoppe many 


ſclaũderous and poyſonfull mauches, 
wyiche now care not what they ſpeke 
of other, howe they lclaunder other, 
what poplon cometh out of their mou⸗ 
thes of other, it is vnpunplſbed. 
An other ofyce of charitye there is to 
delyuer krom the mouth of che deupll 
thoſe that be begyled, decepued, oz by 
other Wayes dꝛawen in to errour oz 
hereſpe by the doctrpne oꝛ meanes of 
falſe dactours, to delpuer theſe from 
errour, from hereſye, and ſo from hell

Thirdely Jude here ſbew⸗ 
eth what thynge we ſhulde hace in e⸗ 
uerpe lpnner (that is to lape) his ſpots 
ted cote ot the kleſhe, that is toſape his 
vyces and ſpnnes, not the man oꝛdina 
ted and created of God, but his euel⸗ 
nes, as Paule teachech vs Roma. xit. 
hate pou layth he, that whiche is euell 
and loue that is good, euell therkoꝛe is 
only to be hated, and good to be loued, 
and thys is it that Jude calleth the 
ſpotted coteof the fleſſhe , becauſe all 
theſe ſpottes commeth ok the inkirmpte 
ofchefleſſhe. 

This laſte ſentence of Jude che 
olde tranſlacyon hath mooze playnly 
then Eralmus tranſlacyon hathe, he

tudged, ſwewe them obſtynate and as 
condempned and noughty perſonnes 
| woꝛthy coſuffrepuniſſhmenc koꝛ their 
ſynnes & obſtynacp in ſynne:the other 

that be not obſtynate, but by infirmite 
of nature fallen vnto ſpnne, ſaue and 


pul them from the kpꝛe of hell, whiche 
commpth to luche as wyll not repent, 
and fo:ſake they; lynne. 


Unto hym that is able to kepe 
you / that pou fall not and to pꝛe 
ſente you kautles betoꝛe the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his gloꝛye With Joye / 
that is to ſaye, to God our ſauy⸗ 
our Whiche only is Wyſe be gio 
rye / mageſtye / domynyon / and 
vo Wer no We it koꝛ euer
